NASHVILLE (BP) — Southern Bap- 
tists started the year 1972 with the 
second largest month of mission giv- 
ing. in the history of the denomina- 
tion's Cooperative Program unified 
budget. 

In January, Southern Baptists gave 
$2,795,708 to world missions through 
the Cooperative Program. 

_ The largest ‘month of Cooperative 
Program giving ever was in January 
1971, when $2.9 million was received. 

On ‘the books, January 1972 will 
show up as a decrease in Cooperative 
Program giving,- since, January 1971 
was the previous record. Last year, 
the amount was $158,859, or 5.38 per 
cent greater than January 1972 con- 
tributions. 

John H. Williams, financial plan- 
ring secretary for the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention Executive Committee, 
pointed out, however, that the 1971 
figures were inflated by an unusually

Dear Baptist Women of Mississippi: - 
Having prayed about this letter for 

some time, | feel led to write to. you about 

our White. Mountain Apache Baptist Church 

near Whiteriver, Arizona and ask that you 


would consider a Mission action project for 
our church. 


Our church is the only Southern Baptist 
church for the Apache people on the White 
Mountain Apache Reservation which is ap- 
proximately 50 x 75 miles of mountainous 
terrain. We have a very old bus and carryall 
that are constantly breaking down and we 
are very’ much in need of new vehicles to 
be able to transport the Apache families to 
church. Few families have their own vehi- 
cles, but due to the very low low income of 
the people most rely on transportation from 
the church, The pastor and family rise be- 
fore the sun and begin very early \gathering 
families from’ as far away as 24 miles for _ 
Sunday” School ahd morning worship, then 
again early in the evening for Training Union 
and worship service, also on Wednesday 
night -fer prayer service. Transportation is 
also needed frequently for accidents or ill- 
nesses that arise. For some months, we have 
averaged around 100 people. cach Sunday 
morning and around 45 to 50 for Sunday eve 
“and on Wednesday nights. Our spirit is high 
and we have many young people and junior 
age children as well as a good number of 
adults. 


My plea to you all is that you might 
send books of S&H Green stamps or Gold 
“Bond stamps or Betty Crocker coupons in 
order that with enough of these, we might 
obtain a new bus and carryall vehicle with 
Which to brihg these people and more to 
hear God’s Word and see souls won to Christ.

Heart disease changed-my life pat- 
tern from one of activity“to one so in- 
active that it was almost unbearably 
frustrating. 


I asked Dr. Lovell Harris, who had 
treated me through my illness, if he 
could tell me, just. one worthwhile 
work I could be active enough to do. 
Ue patiently answered, ‘‘Remember 
‘your faith in God.” 


Soon after this, an announcement 
was made by the Mission Action 
chairman that someone was ‘needed 
to teach the Bible at Heritage Nurs- 
ing Home. I promptly answered, “‘I’ll 
do it." I-knew as soon as I had said 
the words that something had hap- 
pened to me which could only be a 


miracle. Gone was a revulsion I had, 


felt, formerly, at the thought of min- 
istering to people in nursing homes. 
Now the folks there were not a vast 
and barren waste-land of humanity 
waiting only to die, but people wha, 
would respond to love and. work cre- 
atively for God, if someone would 
show them the way. 


They were a group of lonely people 
who, needing love, needed even more 
to know that they were to give love— 
to God, to their nurses and doctors 
who like to be appreciated, and to 
their families, who are often heart- 
broken because they cannot keep their 
father of mother with them and care 
for their peeds. - 

When I began workifig on the first 
lesson to teach at the nursing home, 
some disturbing questions came to my 
mind. What could 1. teach a retired 
person? A man or woman in a wheel- 
chair? A blind woman? Another who 
is dying? 


I began by telling them that God 
has some kind of work for everyone 
to do until the last breath is drawn— 
thé retired person, the man or woman 


“hurts they lived with, 


in a wheel-chair, the blind woman 
even the woman with only a few 
more weeks to live.
